Jules C. Stein Discusses New Laws 
Passed at Musicians’ Convention 


By JULES C. STEIN ; 
President Music Corporation of America 


As an official «delegate to the Con- 
vention of e American Federation of 
Musicians ld at the Hotei Utah, Salt 
Lake City, Utah, from May 10 to 15, in- 
clusive, I am in position to quote the 
new laws which were enacted and in 
some cases give the reasons prompting 
such legislation It being my first year 
with the convention I must admit I 
found it much more interesting than I 
anticipated. Numerous delegates, if they 
are active as musicians in their home 
locals, have certainly adopted q wrong 
vocation, for their oratory, power of rea- 
soning and debate, including knowledge of 
law, would find them extremely valuable 
in the legal or political profession. In 
spite of the fact that I have up to the 
time of this convention considered my- 
self conversant with the laws of the 
Federation I have learned more during 
these few days than I have ever known 
before, but most important of all, I have 
learned the reason for the adoption and 
passage of many resolutions and the in- 
terpretation of the now existing laws, 

The American Federation of Musicians 
considers itself the strongest union in 
organized labor. I am convinced that it 
is, but in passing might state that the 
reason for this position amongst organ- 
ized labor can be attributed to our 
national president, Joseph N. Weber, who 
has acted as our rational head for the 
past 25 vears He is indeed the idol 
of all delegates being unanimously 
elected, deservingly so In my humble 
opinion I have never listened to a more 
conservative, reasonable impressive in- 
dividual than Mr. Weber and besides he 
possesses a foresight and fi.tellect which 
I envy in spite of my three university 
degrees. T must again say that T have 
a profound respect for our international 
president (U. S. and Canada) and only 
hope that he will live for years to come. 

Delegates inform me that this was 
the stormiest convention ever held If 
it was it is all due to the status of th: 
traveling musician, primarily the travel 
ing dance orchestra This problem be- 
came the cause of floods of oratory and 
nerimonious debate Every time the 
subject was mentioned it was a_ signal 
to clear the decks for action. As head 
of the Music Corporation of America, it 
is only natural that T shonld he primarSy 


interested n neh resolution ane 
changes tn the existing laws which might 
affect dance orchestras, musicians and 
traveling dance units Instead of di 


cussing each and every resolution which 


was introduced I will only relate such 
laws passed with my interpretation and 
comments on how they may affect the in- 
dustry. 

“Traveling orchestras or members 
thereof cannot after entering the jufis- 
diction of a logal accept scellaneous 
engagements; they are restricted to play 
only such engagements as they had con- 
tracted for before entering the jurisdic- 
tion unless the local gives consent. 
traveling orchestras filling vaudeville 
erlgagements are not permitted to play 
miscellaneous engagements in the juris- 
diction of any local without the local's 
consent, neither can such orchestra con- 
tract for miscellaneous engagements be- 
fore they enter the local jurisdiction, 
and while in the jurisdiction cannot 
negotiate or contract for miscellaneous 
engagements to be played by them in 
the same jurisdiction at some later date.” 

This law is primarily intended to pre- 
vent traveling or stras playing theaters 
from playing single dance engagements 
immediately following, which under 
ordinary circumstances would be played 
by local musicians. Some traveling or- 
chestras with a two or three-day the- 
atrical engagement in q city would send 
out circular announcements in advance 
co all clubs. societies, ete., stating they 
were going to play such and such thea- 
ter on certain days and being in the 
territory could arrange to play a dance 
the nichts following the theater enxage- 
ment. Naturally they could play without 
additional railroad expense and being 
preferred to local orchestras it was de- 
cided that thev had an undue advantage. 
Therefore the law passed. 

This law, and by the way it is effective 
now, prohibits the leader or manager of 
an orchestra while playing a_ theater 
engagement, from accepting a miscel- 
laneous engagement to be played at some 
later date in that jurisdiction. The word- 
ing of the law appears inadeqvate since 
I am of the opinion this orchestra need 
only wait until it leaves the city to 
negotiate for a miscellaneous engage- 
ment to be played at a later date. 

“In addition to fines imposed upon 
members of a traveling orchestra found 
guilty of violating a local or Federation 


law in connection with anv engagement 
played in the jurisdiction the local may 
request authority from the Federation 


to instruct such members to immediately 
withdraw from such engagement. Mem- 
bers who fail to obev instructions to 


withdraw from the engagement suspend 
themselves by such act from membership 
in the Federation, and may only be re- 
instated by such conditions as stipulated

S. L. Simpson Claims Plot of . 


His Play Was Copied by 
Harrison-Medcraft-Mitchell 


New_York, May 31.—S. L. Simpson, 
produceét and author of Bahies a Ila 
Carte, which is playing in the provinces 
this week prior to a summer engage- 
ment in Chicago, has brought suit for 
$500,000 thru his attorney, Alexander 
harging that the play J Can't 
Bear It was copied from his work. The 
sult, which was filed last Wednesday in 
United States District Court, names Ber- 
tram Harrison, tussell Medcraft and 
Norma Mitcheil as defendants. Hairison 
produced the play, which was written by 
Medcraft and Miss, Mitchell, who also 
wrote Cradle Snatchers, now playing at 
the Music Box, New York. J Can't Bear 
it, which closed a brief try-out season 
in Newark last Saturday, should be re- 
strained from further showings until the 
litigation is settled, according {to an- 
other clause in the complaint. 


The earlier title of Simpson’s play 
was Motherhood, and it was under this 
Gitle that the piece was copyrighted 
January 4, 1926. The copyright papers 
Zive the author as Seamon Lewis. The 
plots of the two plays are woven around 
large sums of money left by an uncle 
and by an aunt to the niece who first 
gives birth to a child. In Babies a la 
Carte the amount is $1,500,000, and in 
I Can't Bear It, the will states that 
$2,000,000 will be inherited when a child 
is born Simpson filed a script of his 
play with the papers in the suit and a 
demand is made that the defendants do 
likewise. 

When asked by a representative of 
The Billboard for a statement, Harrison 
stated that he had nothing to say. It 
is understood that the p!ay he produced 
was written two years ago and has been 
Tn various producers’ hands, including 
A. H. Woods.

Omaha, Neb., May 29.—What is be- 
lieved to be the beginning of a nation- 
wide movement on the part of the I. A.

Conventions nereafter will open on the 
third Monday of May instead of the sec- 
ond Monday as in the past 

fhe following laws become 
August 1, 1926: 

“A contracting member or leader as 
the case may be must either before or 
within one week after the engagement 
is played. submit his contract to the 
authoritties of the local union in whose 
jurisdiction an engagement is played, or 
in the absence of a written contract 
make sworn affidavit fully explaining 
therein the conditions under which the 
engagement is played, together with 
names of members who play and the 
locals to which thev belong.” 

It should be noted by all traveling 
orchestras, leaders and contractors that 
this is a very important law and while 
it involves detail efter detail, especially 
for large organizations contracting 
numerous orchestras such as our own, it 
is proposed to eliminate considerabl 
violation of the present laws; further 
giving local unions privilege to investi- 
gate conditions under which traveling 
orchestras plav every engagement with- 
in their jurisdiction

There 
are but few real big-time spots in the offering, despite its novelty, and with th:

the scheme right. Now that the act has had a season in vaudeville as it is, it might 
be well to cut out a few of the less important bits that mean nothing.

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More Theaters Added 
To Victor Hyde Circuit 


Seven Houses Now Lined Up for 
Film Presentations Which 
Hyde Himself Will Produce 


New York, May 29.—Negotiations with 
three more theaters in the vicinity of 
Boston have been consummated by Victor 
Hyde, who is arranging a circuit of 
houses to play film presentations pro- 
duced by himself, according to an an- 


nouncement he made upon his return hers 
this week from an extensive tour of New 
England. 

This brings the total number of houses 
in the incipient circuit up to seven, four 
having previously been signed. Tho con- 


centrating on Boston territory, by the 
fall, when the chain begins operating, 
Hyde hopes to have signed many more 
houses in New England territory. 


Tho concentrating his efforts upon the 
film presentation project, this producer 
has by no means abandoned his vaude- 
ville production work. He will soon be- 
gin work on the production of units for 
Keith-Albee for presentation in Boston. 
These units, which will be comparable 
to the Orpheum road units, will be pro- 
duced here in New York and sent down 
to Boston after being broken in some- 
where in New York’s environs. 

Contingent upon the success of the 
first Hyde unit he will produce others for 
the Keith’ office“in Boston. These will 
Play from 12 to 15 weeks in and around 
Boston in rotation. 

In addition to working on these units 
Hyde is now busy rehearsing two other 


acts. One of these is an all-girl orches- 
tra. There are 14 girl musicians in the 
offering, all of them of the show-girl 


type and of uniform height, close to six 
feet. They are rehearsing their classical 
and jazz selections daily After several 
break-in dates around New York they 
will leave for an éxtended engagement in 
London in the fall, after which they 
will tour the Continent.

Radio Boosts Music Sale, 
Chicago Houses Report 


‘Sheet Music and Instrument Sales 


Gain---Piano Sales Drop 


Chicago, May 29.—According to a con- 
sensus of reports from Chicago's music 
houses, radio and the phonograph have 
materially aided the sale of sheet music. 

The sale of sheet music was found 
never before to have been so great nor 
Was the demand for band and orchestra 
instruments ever so brisk. And all was 
attributed principally to the populariza- 
tion of radio. 

Representatives of the leading manu- 
facturers of musical instruments and the 
publishers of sheet music cited figures to 
prove that the music business was stead- 
ily increasing, especially since the advent 
of radio. These figures were a serious 
blow tc John Philip Sousa’s recent state- 
ment before a congressional committee 
that radio had brought with it a “‘listen- 
ing public’ which no longer bought nor 
played sheet music. 

But radio and the phonograph have not 
been the only factors to aid the sale of 
sheet music and musical instruments 
Another factor of almost equal impor- 
tance has been the recognition of music 
by the public schools as a factor in edu- 
cation. Almost every public school now 
has its orchestra or band and gives 
scholastic credit for musical attainment 

The only exception in the gain in the 
music trades noted here was in the piano 
field, which has been on the slump for th 
Past four or five years. The decline in 
the sales of pianos was attributed not to 
the invasion of the home by the radio or 
phonograph, but to the motor car, the 
tendency to small homes and apartments 
and partly to the manufacturer's failure 
to meet the advertising pace set by th: 
makers of other equipment 

The development of the radio some- 
what curtailed the phonograph trade, but 
dealers here stated that figures indicat: 
that this vear’s sales will be greater than 
ever, particularly in view of recent im- 
provements.

Canada 


Kenton, O., May 29.—With acceptances

The Cincinnati 
delegation will be comprised of Louis 
Levassor, Joseph Schreck, John Braun, 
Stewart Judah, Leslie Guest, Leslie 
Fitzwater, Carl Lohrey, Paul Fuchs and 
Clifford Knille, all members of the Queen 
City Mystics, Assembly No. 11, S. A. M. 

The membership roll has reached the 
700 mark, the latest addition being 
“Rill” Hilliar, of the Zeidman & Pollie 
Shows, who was the first editor of_The 
Sphinx, and T. Nelson Downs, the King 
of Coins, of Marshalltown, Ia.

street restaurant.

A letter has been received by the editor 
of the Magic department from R. S. 
Bailey, of the Oakland (Calif.) Magic 
Circle, in regard to an expose which has 
been published by a popular magazine. 
The letter, in part, reads as follows: 
Editor Magic and Magicians, 

The Billboard: 

Dear Sir and Brother—At the last 
regular meeting of the Oakland Magic 
Circle a resolution was passed that a 
letter be drafted and mailed to you for 
publication in The Billboard regarding 
Popular Magic, an expose pubtished by 
Science and Invention under ;the per- 
sonal direction of Dunninger. ‘| 

For a long time the subject of ex- 
posing magi has occupied considerable 
attention. No steps were taken, how- 
ever, unti! the S. A. M. Expose Com- 
mittee was formed. Servais Le Roy 
is doing his utmost to protect magic and 
to stop these exposures, 

Much hac been said about exposing, 
but there is only one answer. Exposing 
is DETRIMENTAL to magic and takes 
away from magicians the tools with 
which they earn their daily bread. 

Popular Magic is perhaps the worst 
of all mediums of exposing magic which 
have been placed before the public, and 


shows what a man will do to gain 
publicity. 


How much more beautiful was the ar- 
ticle recently written by Thurston in 
The Saturday Evening Post. Such articles 
as Thurston’s will undoubtedly create an 
interest in magic, but the public must 
sneer at the methods adopted by an ex- 
poser of his art. 

One deAler has the audacity to say 
(of Popular Magic): “Let us hope that 
at last we have a worth-while magazine 
to the magical fraternity.” I would say: 
“No, not to the magical fraternity. but 
to the curiosity seeker.” In the intro- 
duction the editor of Popular Magic 
writes: “Even tho many of the societies 
constantly urge against exposing tricks, 
one will find that on no occasion is a 
new trick demonstrated before it is im- 
mediately stolen by others.” Are all the 
effects by Dunninger of his own origina- 
tion? Of course they are not. Then 
why is he so anxious to expose the work 
of others? 

In concluding I would request that all 
magicians the world over unite in en- 
deavoring, with Le Roy, to work for the 
betterment of magic and to do away with 
exposing in any form.

DRAMATIC CRITICISM 


Very little of the eriticism 
appearing in the newspapers of today 
will be worth reading 50 or 100 years 
from now. 

The excuse has been offered that 
modern conditions do not lend them- 
selves to genuine constructive criticism} 
that the small amount of time allowed a 
newspaper critic—especially the criti 
on a morning paper—in which to turn 
out his review obliges him to deal in 
generalities. 

It is also held that the public does not 
take dramatic criticism seriously, and 
this is blamed on the women, who make 
up about three-fourths of the audience. 

Women, according to James Agate, 
are utterly incapable of appreciating a 
play when the personal element is lack- 
They cannot see beyond the per- 
sonality of the player to the excellence 
or idiocy of the play.

The king of beasts with whom the tigress 
started the trouble charged the trainer 
when he attempted to rescue the latter 
and was cowed only after several volleys 
of blanks were fired in the lion’s face at 
close range. The tigress was bitten and 
clawed in several places but not seriously 
injured.
